sued any statement on the subject, 
it was generally believed the Na­ 
tionalist government had reached an 
agreement with the rebellious Kuo- 
mlnchun ’or* “p eop le’s 
army,” be­ 
cause the fighting had subsided on

and

Munminchun 
forces were withdrawing westward 
in both Honan and Hup eh.

—Governor Henry S. Caulfield was 
p etitioned 
today 
by 
the 
Kansas 
City and Jackson county federation 
of justice to require every convict 
hereafter released from the Mis­ 
souri p enitentiary to Kansas City 
or St. Louis to work steadily and 
soberly, avoid ,bad comp any and to 
rep ort regularly. 
The p etition was p resented by a 
group of officials of St. Louis and 
Kansas 
City, 
united 
under the 
Jackson county federation. 
The requirements would be effec­ 
tive on all convicts released by 
commutation 
under 
the 
seven- 
tw’elfth 
time 
merit 
system 
and 
would be similar to conditions now 
required of all convicts released on 
p arole. 
A statement issued in con­ 
nection with p resentation of the 
p etition states that it was p resent­ 
ed “not by social workers or In 
favor of p arole, but chiefly by p o­ 
lice and other law enforcement of­ 
ficials and business leaders who 
desire more restrictions p laced on 
the many non-p aroled convicts and 
more p ractical help given them.” 
The p etition recites that ap p roxi­ 
mately 10,160 convicts have been 
discharged from the Missouri p eni­ 
tentiary in the last ten years after 
having served only seven-twelfths 
of their sentences, and without any 
restraint or conditions excep t that 
they should not reside in Cole coun­ 
ty. 
It p oints out that In the ten- 
year 
p eriod 
only 
eight 
convicts 
wrere discharged after serving full 
time and that all of those freed 
under the merit system were dis­ 
charged by sp ecial act of the gov­ 
ernor, commuting his sentence. 
‘‘These 10,160 who were thus by 
leniency of the governor released 
after serving only seven months 
for each year of sentence given 
themby the judges or juries before 
whom they were convicted, were 
turned loose without any restraint 
or restrictions, without and job p ro­ 
vided them and were free to back 
to idleness, 
drinking, 
dissip ation 
and 
a life 
that leads 
to more 
crime,” the p etition says. 
It states further that p enitentiary 
rep orts show that at least 23 p er 
cent of convicts received had serv­ 
ed time in other p risons. 
Contending that the governor ha» 
legal authority to require the con­ 
victs to meet certain requirements, 
the p etition suggests these condi­ 
tions, in substance: 
“That the recip ient of this com« 
munication shall work as steadily 
as is reasonably p ossible, shall not 
drink intoxicating liquor, shall not 
go In bad comp any, but shall be­ 
have himself well in every way, 
shall

CONGRESS AND THE RADIO 
Unless congress takes action in the 
meantime, the federal radio commission 
Will lose its authority December 31. Sena­ 
tor Dill of Washington and Representa­ 
tive Wallace White, J r., of Maine, joint 
authors of the present radio law, are pre­ 
pared to propose an indefnite ex tension 
of the tenure of the radio commission, the 
New York Sun announces. 
Because of 
tlie press of other business, the delay in 
the tariff and the approach of the holi­ 
day s, there is no assurance that congress 
will get to act on the proposed ex tension 
in time. 
If congress should fail to do something 
to end the present uncertainty , the con­ 
trol of broadcasting would revert to the 
department 'of 
commerce. 
J ust 
how 
such a transfer would work out remains 
to be seen, but there would seem to be no 
good reason why the department could 
ncit handle the matter, given reasonable 
notice and ade<iuate facilities. 
But the important thing is that con­ 
gress should cease dilly dalling with the 
radio regulation and should make up its 
mind as to how it wants broadcasting 
controlled. 
J ust a y ear ago there was 
similar uncertainty over the future of 
radio regulation and in the end the au­ 
thority of the commission was merely ex ­ 
tended through the present y ear. 
Radio 
has come to be of too much Importance 
to be permi^^^d to remain a political foot­ 
ball.

A STATEMENT BY SINCLAIR 
• Harry F. Sinclair, on the eve of giving 
tip his duties as pharmacist in jail, issued 
a statement In defense of his refusal to 
answer 
ten 
questions 
propounded by 
senators. Sinclair holds that these ques­ 
tions were not pertinent and that they 
invaded his constitutional rights. Courts 
have decreed otherwise. 
Sinclair and 
his lawy er did not construe the constitu­ 
tion as the supreme court construed it 
in his case. 
Sinclair say s that “ the liberties of the 
American people are of such importance 
that the press will do well to keep this 
irt mind— even in a case like mine. The 
principle is much more important than 
the individual. 
The precedents set in 
my case are against the interest of the 
American people. If politics can railroad 
me to jail, it can railroad others.” 
He 
touches on the case of the three Wash- 
ipgton newspaper reporters who were 
committed to jail for refusing to answer 
questions. 
; These cases are not parallel. 
It is 
enough to say here that the three news­ 
paper reporters were not under suspicion 
of try ing to take property of the Ameri­ 
can people. 
Sinclair’s term in jail was 
related to oil scandals. 
It grew out of 
the conditions that the supreme court of 
the United States has branded in vigor- 
ojus terms; Sinclair has not forgotten. 
; This was not the first statement in be­ 
half of Sinclair. J ust how he arranged to 
write or dictate his statements while he 
Was a prisoner is not ex plained. 
He has 
aj)pealed to the American people because 
hte feels the stigma of his jail term. 
He 
feels that his great wealth does not suf­ 
fice to efface the disgrace. 
He would 
like to gain a better standing with his 
compatriots. It is not likely that Sinclair, 
with the record of Teapot Dome and Salt 
Creek ex posed to the people, is concerned 
with what happens to “ ordinary ” per­ 
sons; he is concerned with what happen­ 
ed to him. 
However adroit his state­ 
ments, Sinclair’s brand is not to be re- 
move(i.

THE TIGER OF FRANCE 
From the St. Louis Star. 
Death has claimed another of the great 
figures of the world war—Georges Cle- 
menceau. 
Although living in retirement 
far from the scenes of his great triumphs, 
holding himself inactive in the affairs of 
the France he loved so well, writing his 
memories in the evening of his life, the 
Tiger was nevertheless a power—^feared 
and respected. 
Even as in the day s of 
his prime none remained indifferent to 
this vivid personality , this human dy na­ 
mo, so none remained indifferent while 
he wrote, for he served up to hot plati­ 
tudes, he indulged in no twaddle about 
the sanctity of moral obligations. 
A re­ 
alist all his political life, he remained so 
until he sank into his sleep of death. 
To review the career of Clemenceau 
would be to write the history of France 
for the last quarter of a century . 
This 
phy sician, 
editor, 
politician, 
scholar, 
duelist, was twice premier of France and 
might have been president in 19 20 but 
for the enmity of Marshal Foch and the 
parity of the Rhine. Saving France from 
this acquisition of territory that would 
have made for endless friction, which 
would have been the seed of another 
great European war, just as Alsace-Lor­ 
raine, Clemenceau ended his political ca­ 
reer in a service to his country men not 
appreciated at the time. As David Lloy d 
George said of his sacrifice and failure to 
reach the summit of his career: 
“ It was 
an honorable failure and will do him 
credit.” 
Bitter and caustic of wit, Clemenceau 
was loved for his courage and his out­ 
spokenness even by his enemies. He was 
a master of sarcasm and irony , his fa­ 
mous mot at the peace conference that 
“ there are only Ten Commandments but 
Wilson has fourteen,” caused America's 
war president to laugh even while he 
winced. 
He alway s spoke his mind, and 
indulged in no evasion. 
His opposition 
was as terrible as his support was ener­ 
getic. 
France and the world at large will 
mourn the passing of this statesman who 
has done his work so well. 
Another of 
the giants developed by the fierce fires 
of the world war has been removed from 
the stage. 
His death calls attention to 
the' fact that Europe is turning to the 
y ounger men for leadership. 
In France 
this is especially true, for Poincare is too 
ill ever to fit into the picture again, ac­ 
cording to cables, and Briand is growing 
old.

Several p assengers rep orted he took 
only a p art of their money . 
Sheriff G. S. Momsy of Laramie 
County and a squad of dep uties left 
for the scene of the robbery and 
wreck immediately up on receiving 
the alarm and began an intensive 
search of the surroun'ding country .

W estern N ebrask a were given de 
scrip tions of the robber and more 
than a hundred citizens of Chey 
enne joined in the hunt. 
F irst news of the holdup reached

the wreck and p iloted It into Chey 
enne. 
The locomotive and baggage car 
p assed safely over the sp ot where 
the sp ik es were removed. The nex t 
car left the track but remained up ­ 
right, and the last five, including 
one coach, two p ullman sleep ers, 
the dining car and the observation 
car, p artly overturned.

sense o # things was different fro m 
that o f materially minded perso ns. 
This is especially no ticeable in co n­ 
nectio n with his healing w^o rk. Be­ 
ing spiritually minded, he saw the 
ten lepers as clean, ready to sho w 
themselves to the priest. He saw 
the paraly tic by Bethesda po o l as 
able to “arise and walk.” No ques­ 
tio n appears to have o ccurred to 
him as to whether the two blind 
men co uld see; they were questio n­ 
ed o nly as to their belief. To him 
Lazarus and the daughter o f Jarius 
were no t dead but asleep. 
His 
statements o n these and o ther like 
o ccasio ns sho w that he was co nsci­ 
o us o f the fact that thro ugh his im­ 
maculate 
spiritual 
understanding 
the phy sical sense evidence o f evil 
was reversed and cast o ut. Such 
was the purity and strength o f his 
realizatio n 
that no thing 
but the 
go o d is true, that many earnest per­ 
so ns caught so mething o f the “mind 
that was In Christ Jesus” and w*ere 
lifted o ut o f a sense o f pain, de­ 
fo rmity , sin, o r lack. No t a fact was 
changed. 
Jesus knew that the kingdo m o f 
heaven was “at hand,” that it was 
a state o f mind, and that o ne co uld 
be “instructed Into ” It, as he said. 
The Christian Scientist, a lo llo w- 
er o f the Master, strives fo r that 
purity o f heart which 
sees 
Go d, 
go o d, where Impure material sense, 
impure because material, believes it 
sees that which is unlike go o d. In 
the degree that he succeeds In spir­ 
itualizing his tho ught he finds that 
this activity is fruitful o f health 
and o ther abundances. 
When Jesus declared, “She is no t 
dead!” it Is reco rded that “they 
laughed him to sco rn,” as do ubtless 
they did also when he uttered o ther 
denials o f the so -called evidence o f 
evil. The beglnnner 
in 
Christian 
Science may find so mething in his 
heart ridiculing his denial o f phy si­ 
cal sense testimo ny . But let him* 
persist in his effo rt to affirm the 
truth and reject the erro r, as a 
m atter o f sy stematic mental prac­ 
tice, and he w*ill feel the invigo r­ 
ating effect o f the readjustment o t 
his tho ughts to co nfo rmity with thi 
divine nature. 
Jesus verified the pro phecy 
o f 
Isaiah that he sho uld no t judge ac­ 
co rding to “the sight o f his ey es” 
o r “the hearing o f his ears,” acco rd­ 
ing to the material sense verdict. 
Since the time o f Jesus the truth 
o f being In co ntradistinctio n to the 
human belief In evil has no t been 
uttered with any thing like the co ur­ 
ageo us clearness with which Mrs. 
Eddy has set it fo rth in her many 
writings. The purity o f her realiza­ 
tio n o f the basic rightness o f reality 
Increasingly appears to the earnest 
student. Christian Scientists there­ 
fo re rejo ice 
to 
ackno wiedge 
her 
spiritual leadership. They co uld no 
mo re co nsistently refrain fro m so 
do ing then co uld the student o f 
mathematics Igno re the fact that 
the mind thro ugh which came the 
stately pro po sitio n o f Euclid was o f 
a high o rder o f lo gical no bility . 
Grapes are no t the fruit o f bram­ 
bles. 
LIFE SPIRITUAL, NOT MATERIAL 
The co mmo n belief abo ut a man’s 
life Is that he lives within a phy si­ 
cal bo dy , that his identity is lo cated 
Insde a material structure o f flesh 
and bo nes. Ho w life go t into the 
bo dy , w*hat keeps it there, ho w it 
is to get o ut, and where it is to go 
when It gets o ut, are subjects o f 
much speculatio n and little assur­ 
ance. 
All 
human 
Ills 
are asso ciated 
w*ith the sense o f life In the flesh. 
Therein man is suppo sed to live a 
precario us life and to die an in­ 
evitable death; 
therein 
are his 
aches and pains, his fears and dis­ 
appo intments, his sinful habits, dev­ 
astating 
appetites. 
Illusive 
pleas­ 
ures. The so rro ws and sufferings 
fro m which mo rtals pray to be de­ 
livered all have to do directly o r 
indirectly w*ith the so -called co r­ 
po real, fleshly selfho o d, including 
that 
which is 
called 
the 
mind 
within the bo dy . Christian Science, 
co ncerned with the o verco ming o f 
human Ills, that the Inherent right­ 
ness o f Go d’s creatio n may appear, 
invites men to co nsider the rea­ 
so nableness o f the pro po sitio n that 
.« ince disco rd is fo und o nly within 
the realm o f phy sical sense, the 
way o ut o f trcible lies thro ugh the 
taking o n o f it better sense. It is 
po ssible to db this in a perfectly 
naturday way . 
To ho ld to the belief that man 
lives Inside o f a material bo dy o ne 
must w*ell-nlgh Igno re the fact that 
actual life has no t been fo und in 
the bo dy . Each o f the activities 
within the bo dy can be truthfully 
described o nly as an effect o f so me­ 
thing else. If that so mething else 
were inside o f the bo dy it scarcely 
co uld have escaped 
detectio n by 
this time. 
The situatio n is Illumined by such 
statements as this fro m the Chris- 
tio n Science textbo o k, “Science and 
Health w*ith Key to the Scriptures,” 
by Mary Baker Eddy , page 208: 
“Yo u embrace y o ur bo dy in y o ur 
tho ught, and y o u sho uld delineate 
upo n it tho ughts o f health, no t o f 
sickness.” A mo ment’s co nsideratio n 
makes it plain that w*e do embrace ^ 
o ur material bo dy In o ur tho ughts. ; 
Therefo re bo th we and o ur tho ughts j 
must be in fact o utside o f that | 
bo dy .

materiality . In Genesis we are as­ 
sured that true man is the image 
and likeness o f infinite Spirit, 
A 
psalm reminds us that we shall be 
satisfied when we awake in Go d’s 
likeness, 
the 
likeness 
o f 
Spirit. 
Isaiah urges, “Cease y e fro m man, 
w*ho se breath is in his no strils: fo r 
w*herein la he to be acco unted o f?” 
Jesus, co mmanding his fo lio w*ers to 
take no tho ught fo r the bo dy , de­ 
clares that real life, life eternal, is 
a state o f 
mind, 
to kno w 
Go d 
aright. St. Paul, seeing that “they 
that are in the flesh canno t jifease 
Go d,” advises Christians to culti­ 
vate a willingness “to be absent 
fro m the bo dy , and to be present 
with the Lo rd.” Jo hn, the Revela- 
to r, explains the po ssibility o f be­ 
ho lding new heaven and new earth, 
no t material but spiritual, thro ugh 
mental purificatio n. 
Christian 
Science 
teaches 
and 
pro ves that to lift o ne’s sense o f 
identity and reality up o ut o f the 
flesh into Infinite Spirit pro mo tes 
health and harmo ny . Thus Christian 
Science resto res that which was 
lo st, Christian healing. 
Life was no my stery to Jesus. 
“It is the spirit that quickeneth; 
the flesh pro fiteth no thing,’’ said 
he. The sick are healed and sin­ 
ners are refo rmed thro ugh learning 
to lo o k o utside o f the flesh fo r 
that true spiritual animatio n which 
alo ne Is capable o f main talning 
the universe and all that is therein. 
To the Master evidently it was 
clear that health is primarily a 
state o f tho ught and o nly seco nd­ 
arily o r Incidentally a co nditio n o f 
bo dy o r matter. To him the sick 
were tho se 
“who m 
Satan 
hath 
bo und,” the Satan w*ho m he describ­ 
ed as “liar, and the father o f It,” 
a self-co nstituted lie o r false sense, 
having “no truth” in it Bo th the 
casting o ut o f devils, sick, deluded 
beliefs, and the spiritual quickening 
o f tho se who came to be healed 
w*ere acco mplished thro ugh the o p­ 
eratio n o f the Mind that was in 
Christ Jesus, as St. Paul describes 
it. Tho se who were healed were 
tho se who se hearts were o pen to 
the regenerative influence o f that 
mind o r sense which perceived and 
reflected the abso lute truth co n­ 
cerning Go d’s creatio n. 
TRUE SENSE VERSUS FALSE 
The teachings o f Christian Sci­ 
ence co incide with the affirmatio ns 
o f the Scriptures that all things 
were made by Go d, that witho ut 
Him was no t any thing made, that 
Go d saw. co mprehended creatio n in 
its entirety , and it was very go o d. 
The Bible also avers that every ­ 
thing that was made no t o nly was 
In the beginaing perfect and co m­ 
plete, but is no w and everlastingly 
will be perfect and co mplete. In 
the wo rds o f Ecclesiastes, “What­ 
so ever Go d do eth, it shall be fo r 
ever: no thing can be put to it, no r 
any thing taken fro m it.” 
These declaratio ns are true, no t 
o nly because they appear in the 
Bible; they are true because they 
co uld no t po ssibly be untrue. Rea­ 
so n and lo gic affirm the sublimely 
simple pro po sitio n that the intelli­ 
gence and ability to create a uni­ 
verse imply the intelligence and 
ability to create It aright. 
But w*hile revelatio n and reaso n 
agree as to the unanswerable fact, 
human sense 
argues 
thro ugh a 
tho usand daily experiences that dis­ 
co rd, fear, sin, and disease, my riad 
fo rms and phases o f evil, do exise, 
are a part o f actuality ; that crea­ 
tio n, if it ever was go o d and right, 
was no t sufficiently go o d and right 
to remain fo rever go o d and right. 
There is co nflict, in o ther wo rds, 
between pure reaso n and human 
experience. 
Neither 
the unstable 
theo ries o f material 
science, 
the 
blind ho pes o f superficial religio n, 
no r the stupid fo rgetfulness o f sen­ 
sualism will so lve this pro blem. 
Fo rtunately , in all 
ages 
there 
have been pro phets and seers who 
were no t who lly deceived by the 
apparently o verw*helmlng 
material 
sense testimo ny o n the w*ro ng side. 
In the nineteenth century a wo man 
saw the inco ngruity betw*een the 
truth o f being and experiences o f 
human life. She saw that perfect 
Go d and imperfect man co uld no t 
bo th be true. Imperfectio n co uld no t

be real unless Go d, the creato r o f 
all, is its autho r. Imperfect crea­ 
tio n co uld be the pro duct o nly o f 
imperfect creato r. To her the ques­ 
tio n was clear-cut and unescapable. 
Her answer was such as wo uld be 
inevitable fro m o ne who lo ved Go d 
who le-heartedly and pure-mindedly 
as did Mary Baker Eddy . In her 
textbo o k, “Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures,” page 113, 
she 
writes: 
“Acco rding 
to 
the 
Scripture, I find that Go d is true, 
‘but every (mo rtal) man a liar.’ ” 
The sense o f things that denies the 
perfectio n o f Go d and His creatio n 
is false. 
When Mrs. Eddy learned that it 
Is the phy sical senses which pre­ 
sume to take issue with Go d’s per­ 
fectio n, she saw that it Is the im­ 
pressio ns o f these 
senses 
which 
co nstitute what the Bible terms the 
“carnal 
mind,” 
that 
“is 
enmity 
against Go d.” If Go d’s man is all 
right, the mind o r sense which say s 
that he is partly wro ng is a ly ing 
mind, a false sense. Mrs. Eddy calls 
this false sense o f things mo rtal 
mind, to distinguish it fro m Immo r 
tal Mind, which latter is pro perly 
spelled with a capital M, fo r it is 
a true sy no ny m fo r Go d. When Paul 
declared that salvatio n sho uld be 
fo und in taking o n the Mind that 
was in Christ Jesus, he knew that 
Jesus had repudiated the so -called 
mind o r sense o f things that accept­ 
ed any evidence o f reality in aught 
unlike the nature o f Go d. 
Mo rtal mind must be put o ff. 
Why ? Because It is co mpo sed o f 
that material sense which 
is un­ 
able to resist the temptatio n to be­ 
lieve that mindless, inert, no nlntel- 
ligent matter has the capacity with­ 
in itself to think, to act, to live; 
to believe that man, therefo re. Is 
no t the image and likeness o f Go d, 
Spirit, but is a phy sical mechanism. 
Mo rtal 
mind 
co nsists 
o f 
the 
tho ughts that it thinks. Therefo re, 
as the Bible declares, “we wrestle 
no t against flesh and blo o d.” We 
are engaged in a warfare against 
wro ng thinking. The true sense Is 
spiritual and Its fruits are the o p­ 
po site o f sin and death. 
APPLICATION IS SIMPLE 
“Beco me co nscio us fo r a single 
mo ment that Life and intelligense 
are purely spiritual, neither in no r 
o f matter,—and the bo dy will then 
utter no co mplaints,” writes Mrs. 
Eddy o n page 14 o f Science and 
Health. Ho w is o ne to acquire that 
co nscio usness? 
By 
diligent 
right 
thinking. 
Yo u are master o f y o ur 
tho ught, if y o u so cho o se. Yo ur af­ 
fairs, o f bo dy , mind, surro undings, 
are the co incident expressio n o f 
y o ur tho ught. 
If y o u will begin, as a sy stematic 
daily mental practice, to co ntem­ 
plate the essential nature o f Go d, 
as best y o u can co nceive o f Him, 
and definitely and in an o rderly 
fashio n to affirm in y o ur tho ught 
the reality o f Go d’s nature; it y o u 
will in like manner sy stematically 
and persistently deny the essential 
reality o f all that is unlike the na­ 
ture o f Infinite Spirit; if y o u will do 
this no t as a matter o f vain repeti­ 
tio n, but with an earnest striving to 
bring into this activity so me degree 
o f

o f

The evil qual­ 
ity o f po verty is no t that it makes 
men suffer but that it misrepre­ 
sents Go d. The Christian aim is in 
o verco ming po verty , as in healing 
sickness and sin, is to the glo ry o f 
Go d. Mere getting o f mo ney wo uld 
no t glo rify Go d, but the demo nstra­ 
tio n o f po w*er o ver material things 
thro ugh 
spiritual 
understanding 
do es “magnify

The 
writer o f Genesis affirms that di­ 
vine Spirit has given man do minio n 
o ver earthly things. Jesus pro ved 
this to be true and said his fo llo w­ 
ers sho uld do likewise. 
One w*ho fo r many 
y ears 
had 
been distressingly limited in inco me 
o r salary fo und himself try ing vain­ 
ly to use his early glimpses o f 
Christian Science to 
enlarge 
the 
salary by so me my sterio us pro cess. 
Finally he saw that what needed to 
be enlarged first w*as his under­ 
standing o f man as Go d’s image and 
likeness.

Mo dern disco very and in­ 
ventio n reveal a distinct trend away 
fro m many lo ng-entrenched beliefs 
in the so -called substantial quali­ 
ties 
o f 
materiality . 
Liberated 
tho ught is being prepared to accept 
Mrs. Eddy ’s teaching, that “There 
is no life, truth, intelligence, no r 
substance in matter. All is infinite 
Mind and its Infinite manifestatio n, 
fo r Go d is All-in-all” (Science and 
Health, p. 468). 
St. Paul did no t require a labo r­ 
ato ry in o rder to be co nvinced that 
the flesh, materiality , “canno t in 
herit the kingdo m o f Go d,” that Is. 
has no place in reality . He was 
sufficiently Christian to see that 
there co uld be no essential reality 
in. that which do es no t co nfo rm to 
the simple lo gic that the creatio n o f 
a go o d creato r Is go o d. It was this 
Christian purity o f tho ught which 
enabled Paul to be a distinguished 
healer o f the sick, after the manner 
o f his great Master. His emphatic 
reminder to the Athenians that “we 
live, and mo ve, and have o ur be­ 
ing” in Go d, in Infinite Spirit, re­ 
vealed a state 
o f 
mind 
thro ugh 
which healing inspiratio n wo uld na­ 
turally radiate to tho se who were 
suffering fro m the disco rdant ef­ 
fects o f the belief that man lives in 
the unllkeness o f Spirit, namely , in 
the flesh. 
In the nineteenth century lived 
a 
wo man who se lo ve fo r Go d was so 
pure and true that she gladly ac­ 
cepted the divine co mmissio n to de­ 
clare to this age the o mnipresence 
o f Qo d’s go o dness and the co nse­ 
quent unreality o f whatever is un­ 
like the go o dness o f 
Go d. 
Mary 
Baker Eddy co uld no t have disco v­ 
ered the Science 
o f 
Christianity 
had she no t been willing truly to 
fo llo w him o f who m it was pro pre- 
tlcally said, “He shall no t judge 
after the sight o f his ey es, neither 
repro ve after the hearing o f his 
ears: . . . and he shall smite the 
earth with the ro d o f his mo uth.” 
A mere theo ry o f Christianity might 
affirm the go o dness o f Go d and 
seek to igno re appearances to the 
co ntrary . The 
actual 
Science 
o f 
Christianity must no t o nly assert 
the go o dness o f Go d, 
but 
must 
“smite the earth” in pro o f o f (Rid’s 
go o dness, 
teaching 
its 
adherents 
ho w to reverse the suggestio ns o f 
phy sical sense, 
which 
o therwise 
wo uld deny that the cause o f real­ 
ity is either wise o r go o d. 
THE NATURE OF EVIL 
There need be no perplexity in 
regard to Mrs. Eddy ’s use o f the 
term “animal magnetism” o n the 
part o f tho se who accept under- 
standingly her statement, o n page 
103 o f Science and Health, that “As 
named in Christian Science, animal 
magnetism o r 
hy pno tism 
is 
the 
specific term fo r erro r, o r mo rtal 
mind.” 
Mrs. Eddy has no t undertaken to 
invent a new kind o f evil, no r Is 
the student o f Christian Science 
invited to substitute a mental devil 
fo r a phy sical o ne. He is invited to 
use the term animal magnetism as 
“the specific term fo r erro r,” be­ 
cause to do so will help him to ad­ 
just his tho ught Intelligently to the 
pro blems o f evil as they appear to 
his human experience. 
Christianity teaches, acco rding to 
St. Paul, that man lives, mo ves, 
and has his being In Go d. in infinite 
Spirit. Christians presumably accept 
St. Paul’s statement that “they that 
are in the flesh canno t please Go d.” 
Spiritual existence alo ne 
It in ac­ 
co rd with the design o f Deity . 
Go o d men and wo men in all times 
have y earned fo r the realizatio n o f 
spiritual- existence, but have fo und 
It difficult to resist the attractio n 
o f a sense o f life no t in Go d, Spirit, 
but in animal flesh, which, acco rd­ 
ing 
to 
the 
Scriptures, 
“lusteth 
against the Spirit.” Like St Paul 
they co uld say : “With the mind I 
my self serve the law o f Go d; but 
with the flesh the law o f sin.” 
The specific term fo r any thing is 
the term which reveals its exact 
o r particular nature. Christian Sci­ 
entists find that the use o f the 
term “animal magnetism” as “the 
specific term fo r erro r” helps them 
to understand that evil is a false 
and fraudulent 
attractio n 
o f 
the 
sense o f life fro m Spirit to the 
flesh, and that o utside o f the mes­ 
meric illusio ns o f this false and 
fraudulent sense there is and can 
be no field o f o peratio n fo r evil 
mental 
influences 
o r 
tendencies. 
Thus the student learns that evil Is 
no t a my sterio us so mething to be 
either feared o r Igno red, but a co m­ 
mo n impulse o f the mo rtal mind, o r 
fleshly 
sense,

Thro ugh meeting 
and 
mastering 
this fraudulent 
impulse, 
o n 
the 
basis o f the essential rightness o f 
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Go d and His creatio n, the scientific 
Christian makes himself a channel 
fo r divine Lo ve, when is the speci­ 
fic term fo r the o nly spiritually real 
impulse, influence, 
attractio n, 
o r 
law. Thus he beco mes a Christian 
healer. 
RESISTING FALSE INFLUENCE 
The activity o f Christian Science 
is no t o f the nature o f mental sug­ 
gestio n o r 
hy pno tism. 
Jesus 
ex­ 
po unded the rule, “No t my will, but 
thine, be do ne.” The effo rt o f men­ 
tal suggestio n Is to Impo se o ne hu­ 
man will upo n ano ther. Much that 
is Invo lved in the so -called laws 
o f evil and disease in human ex­ 
perience can be traced to so me 


manner and to teao b o ther# to do 
likewise. She devo ted henelf to 
that lo ving missio n fro m the time 
that she disco vered Christian So t* 
ence. 


such wro ng mental activity o r men­ 
tal malpractice. 
Jesus deno unced 
human will and pro claimed the will 
o f Go d to be the o nly real will­ 
po wer. That rule bro ught healing 
to the sick nineteen centuries ago , 
and it brings healing to the sick to ­ 
day . 
The rule, “No t my will, but thine, 
be do ne,” is, o f co urse, the rule o f 
perfectio n. Go d’s 
will 
Is 
perfect. 
Tho ught that is o pen to the funda­ 
mental rightness o f being catches 
so mething o f the spiritual impo rt o f 
Jesus' teaching, and this impro ved 
state o f mind manifests Itself, after 
its kind, in o utward co nditio ns and 
affairs.
